and  the  smoke  cleared  away,  it  was  discov- 
ered that  the  next  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion will  be  held  at  Winona,  beginning  at 
7 p.  m.  after  first  Sunday  in  November, 
1909. 

Brother  B.  T.  Ilobbs  read  report  on 
Temperance.  The  report  contained  this 
quotation : 


“Mental  suasion  for  the  man  who  thinka. 
Moral  suasion  for  the  man  who  drinks, 
le  gal  suasion  for  the  drunkard  maker. 
Prison  suasion  for  the  statute  breaker.  ” 


Some  objection  was  offered  with  regard 
to  the  last  line  of  this  quotation,  but  the 
report  was  adopted.  Brother  Hobbs  made 
a spelndid  speech,  showing  that  the  work 
of  temperance  in  this  country  is  just  begun. 
He  warned  his  brethren  against  growing 
careless  and  said  that  there  ia  lots  to  do 
yet.  He  wondered  that  any  (liristian  na* 
tion  should  tolerate  the  liquor  business,  and 
urged  the  brethren  to  rise  up  and  put  it 
out  of  existence  forever. 

Brother  Anding  read  report  on  publica- 
tions, which  showed  the  power  of  the  print- 
ing press,  both  for  good  and  eviL  and  in  a 
neat  speech  he  urged  the  people  to  road 
only  good  literature.  Our  own  State  pa- 
per came  in  for  a full  share  of  discussion. 
Brother  Trotter  said:  “Talk  the  newt 
that ’a  in  your  Baptist  paper.”  Brother 
Lucas  conceded  the  faults  of  the  Baptist 
Record,  but  said,  “It  ia.  after  all,  the  best 
paper  in  the  world  for  Mississippi  Baptists. 
Brother  Derrick  wished  “that  some  breth- 
ren would  write  more  for  the  Record  and 
that  some  would  write  less.  ” Brother 
Venable  blamed  parents  with  the  bad  liter- 
ary taste  of  their  children. 

Brother  Ball  presented  report  on  Susten- 
tation,  which  statea  that  it  ia  a shame  not 
to  care  for  our  aged  miniatere.  While 
speaking  of  the  liability  of  any  minister  to 
come  to  want  in  old  age,  Brother  C.  M. 
Thompson  of  Kentucky,  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  relations  of  one  of  the 
former  editors  of  the  Western  Recorder  are 
today  beneficiaries  of  the  Sustcntation  fund 
in  Kentucky,  and  that  through  a bank  fail- 
ure in  the  same  state  the  wife  and  children 
of  a Kentccky  minister  of  wealth,  are  now 
penniless.  Brother  Yarborough  referred 
to  the  endowment  fund  that  has  been  estab- 
lished for.  old  ministers  and  which  now 
amounts  to  $600,  and  urged  that  it  be  im- 
mediately enlarged.  Brother  J.  D.  Cook 
urged  that  every  minister  should  aeek  to 
lay  by  something  for  a “rainy  d*y.” 

Third  Day,  Evening  Session. 

Consisted  in  a Layman's  Rally  under  the 
direction  of  Vice-President  Yarborough. 
Our  splendid  Secretary  of  the  layman's 
work.  Brother  S.  R.  Whitten,  had  a splen- 
did program  prepared  and  printed.  Breth- 
ren Aven,  J.  L.  Johnson,  Jr.,  and  J.  T. 
Henderson  of  Virginia,  all  made  excellent 
addresses,  setting  before  our  minds  the  pos- 
sibilities of  development  among  the  layman. 

Thus  closes  one  of  the  greatest  conven- 
tions in  the  history  of  Mississippi  Baptists. 
“How  Mississippi  Baptist  preachers  do  love 
each  other!”  We  did  not  all  see  every- 
thing alike,  but  a vote  of  the  body  absolute* 
ly  settled  our  differences.  Every  man 
seemed  determined  to  abide  by  the  will 
of  the  majority.  The  Lord  was  with  us. 
“Let’s  say  something.”  Amen!

Why  Such  Frequent  Changes? 

Jesus  instituted  his  church  and  provided 
for  pastors.  There  is  no  institution  in  all 
the  world  that  can  even  be  compared  to  the 
church  in  ita  value  to  the  world.  There  is 
none  other  that  is  so  sacred,  none  that  should 
be  so  reverenced  and  there  ia  none  that  Je- 
sus Christ  so  much  loves,  and  that  has  to 
exalted  a mission  in  the  world  as  the  church. 
It  is  to  abide  forever.  When  all  human 
institutions  shall  have  fallen  into  decay,  the 
church  of  Jesus  Christ  will  atill  live  in  all 
of  her  pristine  glory. 

The  most  important  office  in  all  the  world 
is  the  pastorate.  The  pastor  has  committed 
to  him  the  most  sacred  of  all  trusts.  He 
is  to  be  to  the  church,  teacher,  director, 
shepherd,  guide  and  exemplar.  He  ia  to 
give  lessons  by  example  in  forbearance,  hu- 
mility, sacrifice,  self-denial,  liberality,  char- 
ity, etc. 

He  is  to  be  a faithful  teacher  of  the  word, 
but  his  work  does  not,  by  any  means  cease 
there. 

The  pastoral  relation  should  be  more  per- 
manent than  it  usually  ia.  Frequent 
changes  are  hurtful  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  churches  and  those  things  for  which  the 
churches  stand.  Divorces  of  churches  and 
pastors  are  entirely  too  frequent.  W«  de- 
plore and  decry  the  laxity  of  the  divorce 
laws,  and  the  frequency  of  divorces.  We 
look  upon  the  whole  .thing  as  being  rotten, 
and  betokening  the  disintegration,  if  not  the 
entire  overthrow  of  our  social  system  un- 
less the  divorce  evil  be  corrected,  and  that 
speedily.  Low  ideas  of  virtue  and  the  mar- 
riage relation  have  led  to  this  state  of  af- 
fairs— a departure  from  the  scriptural 
ideal.  Back  to  the  scriptural  idea  of  mar- 
riage, and  no  legislation  will  be  needed  to 
correct  the  divorce  evil.  A departure  from 
the  scripture  teaching  on  the  pastorate  has 
led  to  all  the  trbuble  churches  and  pastors 
are  having.  • 

In  apostolic  times  the  Holy  Spirit  was 
consulted  when  a church  wanted  a pastor. 
The  preacher  allowed  himself  to  be  guided 
wholly  by  the  Holy  Spirit.  Paul,  in  his 
charge  to  the  pastors  st  Ephesus  says: 
“Take  heed,  therefore  unto  yourselves  and 
to  all  the  flock  over  which  the  Holy  Ghost 
hath  made  you  overseers,  to  feed  the  church 
of  God,  which  he  hath  purchased  with  his 
own  blood.  ” Arts  20:28. 

These,  I dar«  hay,  were  faithful  pastors, 
and  there  was  not  found  need  for  them  and 
the  church  to  soon  heparate. 

The  reason  why  so  many  pastorates  are 
short  and  unsatisfactory,  ia  due  to  the  world 
spirit  in  both  the  churches  and  preachers. 
A church  calls  the  roan  that  best  meets  ill 
conception  of  a pastor  for  that  church.  It 
does  not  consult  the  Holy  Spirit.  Many 
churches  do  not  care  to  know  the  Spirit’s 
mind.  It  has  erected  ita  standard,  and  the 
man  it  would  call  must  measure  up  to  this 
standard.  It  may  not  be  the  Holy  8pirit's 
standard,  but  that  makes  no  difference,  for 
the  Spirit  is  not  consulted  any  way. 

Many  of  the  preachers,  likewise,  have 
previously  passed  upon  the  matter,  and  have 
decided  the  matter  as  to  the  kind  of  chnrch 
we  want,  and  have  decided  to  accept  no 
other  kind.  Several  conditions  enter  into 
their  decisions,  such  as  salary,  healthfulneas 
of  location,  social  and  educational  advan- 
tages. a tjfsirable  paatorium  ete.  Dr. 
Truett  said  at  Hot  Springs,  that  a certain 
preacher  in  submitting  to  s church  the  con- 
ditions upon  which  he  would  accept  the 
church,  made  thirty-five  demands  upon  the 


church,  and  all  had  reference  to  his  own 
selfishness.  The  church  very  wisely  wash- 
ed its  hands  of  that  preacher,  and  did  a 
good  day's  washing  when  it  did  it. 

A union  of  church  and  pastor,  where  both 
consulted  only  their  own  preferences,  and 
the  Holy  Spirit  was  ignored,  and  God  'a 
will  art  at  naught  must  result  unsalisfatory. 
In  such  a case,  the  church  will  not  give  the 
pastor  the  necessary  moral  support.  No 
spiritual  power  will  he  developed  in  the 
church.  Lack  of  fellowship  for  the  pastor 
is  moat  sure  to  follow. 

On  lh«  other  hand,  where  the  pastor  ac- 
cepted the  church,  not  because  the  Holy 
Spirit  directed  him,  and  plant'd  his  seal  upon 
the  union,  but  because  of  salary  and  other 
inducements,  he  will  do  the  least  amount  of 
pastoral  work  he  can.  and  hold  hit  job.  For 
the  preacher  who  lakes  such  view  of  the 
pastorate,  it  ia  nothing  more  than  a job.  to 
be  held  only  until  he  can  get  a better  one. 

Whenever  preachers  and  churches  put 
the  pastorate  on  a scriptural  basis,  and  aeek 
the  honor  and  glory  of  Ood,  instead  of  their 
own  selfish  ambitions,  then  will  reaae  to  be 
the  frequent  changes  in  the  pastorate  that 
has  been  tb  bane  and  curse  of  some  of  our 
preachers  and  churches.  There  will  also 
be  fewer  churches  without  pastors  and  all 
because  they  cannot  pay  as  large  salaries  as 
some  other  ehurehea.  In  this  matter  we 
are  approaching  a crisis.  Many  are  leav- 
ing the  ministry  for  mor  lucrative  positions 
or  business.  Of  course,  such  men  were 
never  called  to  preach.  They  choose 
the  ministry  as  a profemion.  Churches  are 
demanding  more  and  more,  worldly  culture, 
rather  than  heart  power,  in  the  pastor. 
The  world  spirit  is  largely  dominating  the 
church  and  religioua  life  of  today.  Vfhat 
does  it  all  meant  It  does  not  require  a 
prophet  to  answer  the  question.

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To  meet  the  obligations  we  have  assumed 
will  require  that  every  pastor  bring  all' his 
forces  into  line  and  that  he  be  cautious  in 
considering  appeals  from  without,  however 
worthy  they  may  be ; because,  however, 
kindly,  the  churches  may  feel  towards  any 
outside  appeals,  they  cannot  heed  them 
without  injury  to  their  own  work  and  obli- 
gations. There  are  limitations  to  all  hu- 
man ability  and  activity,  and  if,  as  shown 
above,  the  churches  have  on  themselves 
now  all  they  can  carry,  it  would  be  foolish 
for  them  to  take  on  themselves  more,  be- 
cause the  appeals  might  be  worthy  and 
even  urgent.  And  in  addition  to  all  that 
has  been  said,  it  should  be  also  said  that 
although  Mississippi  made  the  largest  in- 
crease of  any  of  the  states  in  her  gifts  to 
Home  Missions,  yet  she  assumed  at  Hot 
Springs  $2,000  of  the  deficit  in  this  fund. 

There  is  yet  another  item  which  is  unus- 
ual and  means  a good  deal  to  us.  We  re- 
fer to  the  deficit  on  our  own  Mission  fund, 
of  something  like  $5,000.  So,  it  aa  very 
clear  that  the  churches  have  about  all  they 
are  able  to  take  care  of.  But  they  caa 
meet  these  obligations,  if  all  will  line  up  for 
business  in  the  beginning  of  the  year;  and 
not  a line  of  this  article  is  written  by  way 
of  complaint  or  censure.  We  only  wish 
all  our  pastor  and  leaders  to  bear  in  mind 
the  magnitude  of  the  work  we  have  under- 
taken, and  to  caution  them  against  assum- 
ing outside  obligations,  and  the  Record  is 
in  full  accord  with  the  convention  in  all 
itts  undertakings  and  offers  its  services  in 
every  possible  way  in  attaining  the  ends 
aimed  at  by  the  Convention. 

A gracious  revival  is  in  progress  at 
Moak’s  Creek.  Rev.  G.  W.  Riley  is 
doing  the  preaching.  Ten  accessions  to 
date. 

In  the  recent  sudden  death  of  C.  C.  Wil- 
liams, of  Meridian,  his  city  and  church  are 
great  losers .

Mississippi  College  every  five  years.  The 
last  of  the  notes  now  on  hand  will  be  due 
two  and  one-half  years  from  nW,  and  then  1 
another  educational  campaign  will  be  'iue  1 

2.  The  building  movement  of  the  Col- 
lege will  this  year  be  pressing  its  claims 
upon  the  constituency  of  our  Convention,  1 
as  it  has  not  done  before.  The  money 
stringency  which  began  last  fall  prevented 
the  payment  of  quite  a lot  of  notes  to  the 
building  fund,  which  ought  to  be  paid  dur- 
ing this  convention  year.  These  added  to 
those  which  will  fall  dee  this  year  will 
make  it  doubly  heavy  on  our  people,  on  this 
score,  for  this  year.  It  is  very  important 
that  all  notes  on  building  fund,  falling  due 
from  year  to  year  be  met  promptly.  Some 
of  the  buidings  and  improvements  have 
been  completed  and  others  must  soon  begin. 

It  is  manifest  that  we  cannot  relax  our  ef- 
forts in  this  department  of  our  work. 

3.  The  Orphanage,  in  its  running  ex- 
penses, will  require  a larger  amount  than 
in  any  year  of  its  history,  as  the  number 
of  children  is  growing  larger  with  each 
passing  year.  And  it  might  just  as  well 
be  said  here  and  now  that  in  the  very  near 
future  wc  shall  have  to  enlarge  our  capaci- 
ty for  earing  for  the  increasing  number  of 
children  m the  Orphanage. 

' 4.  The  equipping  of  a Tri-State  Sanato- 

rium, located  in  Memphis,  is  another  en- 
ws<>  ch»rc*  at  tb«  advar-  terprise  to  which  our  convention  committed 
MPitBSKKTATivis.  itself  one  year  a‘J0  at  Hazlehurst.  This 

i.>m*  cuatoa.  s.  c.  committal  was  re  affirmed  at  Meridian  last 

££ week.  It  is  agreed  that  Mississippi  Bap- 
r vair»«o.d,  v».  tints  will  undertake  to  raise  for  this  pur- 

pose in  cash  and  good  notes,  within  the 
next  year,  $50,000. 

5.  The  helping  of  our  storm-swept 
churches  » still  another  obligatton,  which 
Providence  has  placed  upon  us.  If  we 
do  our  manifest  duty  in  this  directon,  at 
least  $5,000  will  be  required  at  once.  This 
item  of  work  which  has  been  providentially 
laid  upon  the  churches  is  in  addition  to 
what  we  felt  was  all  we  could  carry.  But 
shall  we  not  meet  it.  Surey  all  of  God’s 
redeemed  ones  say,  ye*. 

6,  Mississippi’s  prorata  of  the  additional 
$600,000  endowment  for  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  Louisville,  has  been  set  down 
at  $40,000.  The  Convention ' at  its  recent 
session  in  Meridian  cheerfully  and  unani- 
mously accepted  the  apportionment.  This 
amount  h to  be  raised  within  the  next  three 
years.  We  should  not  come  short  in  a 
single  one  of  the  items,  as  every  one  of 
them  is  of  great  importance.  So  it  is 
seen  that  within  the  next  five  years  our 
churche*  shall  have  to  raise,  exclusive  of 
our  current  expenses  in  our  churches  at 
home  and  State.  Home  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sions. Ministerial  Education  and  Sustenta- 
tion,  something  like  $200,000. 

In  view  of  the  great  demand  for  educa- 
tion many  of  our  brethren  thought  two 
years  ago  at  our  Convention  at  Vicksburg 
that  the  Convention  ought  to  undertake  the 
ownership  and  operation  of  a denomination- 
al female  college;  but,  after  carefully 
thinking  over  the  situation  for  twelve 
months  , the  Convention  decided  at  Hazle- 
hurst,  that  in  view  of  these  large  obliga- 
tions mentioned  above,  we  could  not  afford 
to  assume  another  educational  institution 
for  the  present. 

The  Convention  regards  this"as  an  impor- 
tant and  much  needed  enterprise,  but  felt 
that  for  the  next  few  years  we  had  all  we 
financial  movement  for  could  afford  .to  undertake,  without  this. 
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Dr.  A.  C.  watkins  will  not  give  up  his 
work  in  the  ‘‘Institute  Mndero,”  in  Mexico. 
He  has  bc^n  led  to  fell  that  it  is  his  duty 
to  remain  there.  May  God’s  richest  bless- 
ings and  guiding  hand  be  his  in  his  work 
there. 

On  last  Lord’s  day.  in  the  Immanuel 
Church,  Meridian,  Gordon  and  Guy  Hurl- 
butt  and  John  XL  Goodley  were  formally 
licensed  to  preaeh  the  gospel.  Great 
honor  upon  the  church  and  paster. 

We  extend  to  the  relatives  our  sympathy 
in  their  hour  of  grief  over  the  death  of 
Mrs.  Zilpha  Ellis,  the  motner  of  our  es- 
teemed brother.  Rev . J . T.  Ellis . She 
was  89  years  of  age.  and  had  lived  in  wid- 
owhood 55  years,  rearing  her  children  to 
respect  and  usefulness. 
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Raymond  Church  had  a great  day  Sun- 
day'. Raster  Wooster  brought  to  his  help 
Dr.  Price,  who  for  years  has  been  profes- 
sor in  the  Presbyterian  Theological  Semi- 
nary at  Clarksdale,  Tenn,  who  preached  in 
the  morning,  and  Dr.  B.  D.  Gray  preach- 
ed in  his  masterful  way  at  night. 

Rev.  J.  E.  Thigpen  has  resigned  the 
pastorate  of  the  Magnolia  Church,  effective 
January  1,  next.  He  haa  no  work  in 
view,  and  ia.  therefore,  we  presume,  open 
to  consider  other  places.  He  has  been  at 
Xfsgnolia  several  years,  and  haa  done  faith- 
ful work  and  ia  one  of  the  best  men  among 
ua. 


labors.  His  old  stdents  wept  like  chil- 
dren and  hung  around  him  as  a father. 
May  the  God  of  all  grace  bless,  comfort 
and  keep  hia  aged  servant  in  the  hollow 
of  hia  hand  till  the  days  of  hw  pilgrimage 
shall  close. 

At  this  juncture,  Captain  W.  T.  Ratliff, 
for  more  than  30  years  president  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Mississippi  College, 
and  intimately  smociated  with  Dr.  Wehb 
during  his  nearly  20  year’s  eneumbency  as 
president  of  the  college,  said :

1909.  being  November  the  9th.  There 
will  he  two  meetings  of  all  our  associatkina, 
except  the  Gulfcosat,  before  the  next  Con- 
vention. there  being  16  months  between 
the  last  Convention  and  the  next.  The 
vote  for  the  change  stood  about  two  to  one 
in  favor  of  the  change.  The  trial  will 
test  the  advantages  of  the  change. 


In  connection  with  the  report  on  Educa- 
tion in  our  recent  Convention  an  excellent 
speech  was  made  by  ReT.  8.  n.  Culpep- 
per,  the  presidet  of  the  new  Clark  Memo- 
rial College,  which  is  to  he  opened  at  New- 
ton. The  founding  of  Clark  Xleniorial 
College  was  decided  upon  by  our  brethren 
of  the  General  Association  at  their  meet- 
ing last  fall,  and  has  been  referred  to  be- 
fore in  tha  columns  of  The  Record.  The 
General  Association  has  invited  twelve  dis- 
trict associations  to  assume  the  manage- 
ment of  the  institution.  Brother  Culpep- 
per is  manifesting  commendable  teal  and 
energy  in  hia  work,  and  we  hope  the  new 
school  will  be  crowded  with  boys  and  girla. 
While  we  have  always  wished  that  Bap- 
tists of  Mississippi  could  be  united  in  one 
general  body,  yet  we  have  had  the  kindest 
feelings  always  toward  the  good  brethren 
who  compose  the  General  Aaaoeiation. 
While  the  building  and  mainUinng  of  a 
first-clam  college  is  a tremendous  task  yet 
the  brethren  have  gone  at  it  bravely  and  we 
hope  they  can  accomplish  it  to  the  helping 
rsther  than  the  hindering  of  the  other  no- 
ble work  which  they  are  doing. 


On  hia  return  from  our  State  Convention, 
Dr.  C.  W.  Thompson,  editor  of  the  West- 
ern Recorder,  Louisville.  Ky.,  stepped  over 
at  Jackson,  and  preached  a fine  sermon  on 
prayer,  in  the  First  Baptist  Church,  He 
is  a delightful  brother  to  have  in  jrour 
home.  It  is  the  judgment  of  many  that 
no  man  could  better  fill  the  place  made 
vacant  by  Dr.  Eaton’s  denth  than  he.

Dr.  Lowrey ’a  address 
for  the  present  will  be  Ramona  Hotel,  Cas- 
cade Cannon,  Colo.

which  a perennial  fountain  flows,  a rock 
that  is  found  only  iu  the  valley  of  Baca. 

Ia  it  possible  to  have  fellowship  with 
Christ  and  yet  never  to  taste  hia  cup?  Ia 
it  possible  to  follow  him  and  yet  never  to 
bear  his  cross?  Is  there  any  road  to  God’s 
temple  that  does  not  lead  through  the  valley 
of  Baca?  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  ask 
these  questions,  for  there  is  no  one  who  baa 
escaped  or  can  escape  the  bitterness  of  life’a 
cup.  A Valley  of  Weeping  lies  across  ev- 
ery path.  There  is  a sort  of  worldly  wis- 
dom that  shows  a road  throngh  the  valley. 
It  undertakes  to  make  the  passage  easy. 
It  bids  ns  forget  all  the  fountains  we  have 
passed  and.  above  all.  forget  our  own  pres- 
ent wretchedness;  but  the  wisdom  that  is 
from  heaven  whispers:  “Blessed  are  they 
thst  thirst  after  righteousness : for  they  shall 
be  filled."  They  that  find  the  well  in  the 
valley  of  Baca  are  they  that  thirst. 

Lord,  happy  are  they  that  dwell  in  thy 
eonrtal  They  shall  still  be  praising  thee. 
They  have  climbed  above  the  mista  of  the 
valley,  and  now  they  dwell  in  cloudless  day. 
They  forget  the  sorrows  of  the  way,  and  the 
gates  of  thy  house  have  closed  between  them 
and  their  griefs.  Blessed  *re  they  that 
dwell  in  thy  presence,  but  far  more  blessed 
are  they  in  whom  thy  presence  dwells,  with- 
in whom  the  water  that  thou  dost  give  even 
in  the  valley  of  Baca  Springs  up  into  a per- 
petual fountain  of  everlasting  life. — Advo- 
cate. 

Blind  Tom. 

The  announcement  of  the  death  of  Blind 
Tom  will  bring  a surprise  to  almost  all. 
The  younger  generation  will  wonder  who  he 
was,  that  the  press  should  take  so  much  no- 
tice of  hia  death,  and  the  older  generation 
will  be  surprised  to  know  that  he  has  not 
died  before.  Thirty  years  ago  Blind  Tom 
was  one  of  the  wonders  of  the  musical 
world,  and  the  secret  of  his  peculiar  abili- 
ties has  never  been  explained.  Hia  name 
was  Thomas  Wiggins,  and  he  was  a slave 
on  the  estate  of  Col.  James  N.  Bethune  of 
Georgia.  He  was  an  idiot  from  childhood 
and  never  grew  in  mind,  being  as  much  a 
child  at  the  time  of  his  death  as  when  he 
was  ten  years  old.  But  the  remarkable 
thing  about  him  was  that  he  had  the  faculty 
of  remembering,  and  reproducing  any 
sounds  which  he  heard.  ne  was  a human 
phonograph.  He  could  repeat  speeches  of 
some  length  although  he  did  not  understand 
their  meaning,  and  he  coud  be  taught  to  re- 
peat anything  in  any  language.  The  most 
remarkable  exhibition  of  his  one  talent, 
however,  and  that  which  bronght  fame  to 
him  and  money  to  the  family  that  owned 
- him,  was  his  ability  to  reproduce  on  a piano 
any  music  which  was  played  in  his  hearing. 
The  writer  remembers  hearing  a musician 
play  to  Blind  Tom  an  original  composition 
which  had  not  been  published  and  had  never 
been  played  in  public  beforv.  Blind  Tom 
at  once  took  the  seat  st  the  piano  and  re- 
produced the  music  from  beginning  to  end. 
He  would  imitate  the  most  difficult  produe- 
eomposers.  His  reproductions  were  not 
technically  accurate,  and  expert  musicians 
eonld  always  distinguish  omissions. or  varia* 
tions  in  minor  details,  bnt  the  general  im- 
pression of  the  mnsic  was  reproduced  with 
remarkable  completeness,  and  the  greater 


part  of  his  audiences  did  not  know  but  that 
the  imitation  waa  perfect,  note  for  note. 
But  he  was  always  an  idiot,  and  it  was  weird 
and  grotesque  to  see  this  misshapen,  idiotic 
creature  bringing  the  harmonies  of  the  great 
composers  from  the  piano,  with  many  con- 
tortions and  grimaces,  and  st  the  conclusion 
of  the  most  sublime  productions,  jump  from 
the  stool  and  applaud  himself  snd  dance 
with  delight.  He  brought  much  money  to 
the  family  in  which  he  was  a former  slave, 
and  to  their  honor  be  it  said,  he  was  eared 
for  suitably  after  his  public  exhibitions 
ceased  until  his  death  in  Jersey  City.  Blind 
Tom’s  mother  died  in  Georgia  a few  years 
ago  at  the  age  of  105  years.  When  she  was 
bought  by  Colonel  Bethune.  she  held  in  her 
arms  a blind,  helpless  babe,  who  was  con- 
sidered of  no  value,  snd  no  priee  was  paid 
for  him.  It  was  one  of  the  romances  of  life 
thst  this  blind,  idiotie  babe  should  bring 
fame  to  himself  and  fortune  to  the  family 
which  believed  they  were  receiving  only  s 
burden . — Watchman . 

Costing  too  Much.

In  Acta  14:1,  it  is  said  that  Paul  and 
Barnabas  “so  spake  thst  a great  multitude 
both  of  the  Jews  and  also  of  the  Greeks 
believed.  " Paul  was  an  eminently 
thoughtful  and  wise  preacher.  He  adapt- 
ed his  discourse  to  the  occasion  and  the  au- 
dience. The  addresses  on  Mar’s  Hill  and 
in  the  synagogue  at  Antioch  are  utterly  un- 
like each  other.  nia  aim  waa  to  persuade 
people  that  he  might  win  them  to  Christ. 
His  aim  was,  not  to  attach  them  to  himself, 
--bnt  to  Christ.  He  avoided  rhetorical 
display  (1  Cor.  p:l)  ; he  did  not  wish  to 
dahr.Ie  them  with  words;  his  desire  was.  not 
to  please,  but  to  convince,  to  persuade,  to 
lead  them  to  a decision  for  Chriirt.  He  de- 
sired, not  to  touch  the  surface  of  their  lives, 
but  to  get  down  to  the  bottom  of  the  man’s 
soul.  He  was  hungry  for  men  aa  is  evident 
in  1 Cor.  9:19-22— but  he  wanted  all  there 
was  in  the  man.  He  would  resort  to  no 
nn worthy  waya  to  reach  them. 

There  ia  a tendency,  widely  growing,  to 
resort  to  cheap  and  unworthy  methods  of 
reaching  th*  crowd.  A minister  announces 
that  he  will  preach  in  the  uniform  of  a sol- 
dier; another  has  a tent  pitched  in  hia  meet- 
ing house:  another  spreads  in  the  papers 
that  beautiful  young  ladies  will  act  as  ush- 
ers. An  evangelist  crowds  hia  house  by 
having  men  whistle  the  tones — and  he 
crowds  his  houae.  Another  evangelist 
takes  off  in  order  hia  collar,  hia  coat,  his 
vest — throws  his  shirt  wide  open,  throws 
himself  npon  the  floor — the  crowds  come. 
A New  Jersey  minister  turns  his  Sunday 
service  into  a smoker  and  a vaudeville  enter- 
tainment. 

When  a minister  enters  upon  this  course 
where  will  he  stop?  A congregation  fed 
upon  grotesque  new.  buffoonery,  vaudeville 
entertainments  will  clamor  constantly  for 
more.  A pastor,  a church  may  anffer  from 
false  dignity.  There  may  be  an  icy  regu- 
larity that  will  chill  the  worshipper  and  re- 
pel the  common  people.  There  may  be  a 
tedionsnem  and  stiffness  in  the  pulpit,  the 
diaensaions  of  topics  far  away  from  the 
everyday  life  of  men  that  will  give  no  food 
for  hungry  souls.  A congregation  may 
dwindle  because  there  is  no  social  life  in 
the  church.  A house  to  house  visitation 
which  ought  to  be  the  every  day  life  of  the 


church  ia  looked  upon  aa  almost  a modern 
miracle. 

A church  may  pay  too  much  for  a crowd. 
There  may,  for  a present  apparent  succ.'w. 
be  the  sacrifice  of  the  permanent  power  of 
the  church.  The  thoughtless*  will  h*  stir- 
red np  for  the  moment — the  thoughtful  may 
be  repulsed.  There  is  something  due  to 
the  honor  of  the  name  and  cause  of  Christ. 
It  is  sometimes  true  the  more  members  a 
church  has.  the  weaker  it  becomes.  The 
desire  to  do  odd  things  ia  a source  of  weak- 
ness. The  church  may  not  be  a Sunday 
concert,  a cirrus,  a rival  of  the  Catholic 
Church  in  ita  scenic  displays,  a lecture 
course — it  may  be  a place  of  hearty  fellow- 
ship,  of  joyous  worship,  of  attractive  sur- 
round i ngs.  of  prayer  and  address  that  corns 
close  to  the  daily  lives  of  men,  a home-like 
place — a place  so  full  of  the  presence  of 
Christ  that  the  incomer  will  ssy:  “God  ia 
in  me  of  a truth,"  (1  Cor.  14  .25).  It  ia 
true  undoubtedly  that  it  ia  more  difficult 
to  attract  men  to  worship  than  it  waa  years 
ago.  There  come  a temptation  to  the  pas- 
tor and  the  church  to  make  use  of  agencies 
that  are  in  themselves  unfittfng  and  unwor- 
thy. The  church  ahould  make  a sensation 
— the  Apostles  did  (Acts  17:6) — hut  sensa- 
tionalism is  something  of  a different  mould. 

A man  may  gain  notoriety  and  a seem- 
ing success  hy  paying  too  much  for  them. 
A pastor  may  pay  too  much  for  a crowd. 

“I  dare  do  all  things  that  do  heroin*  a man. 
He  that  doth  more,  ia  none." 

The  pastor  and  ehnreh  are  entrusted  with 
the  honor  of  the  name  of  Christ  —they  must 
see  that  no  blot  ia  put  upon  it.

Itiifficnlties 
have  a habit  of  getting  out  of  the  way  of 
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ideal  preachers,  nor  ideal  churches,  nor 
ideal  members^n  churches.  If  we  go  and 
do  anything, ^ve  must  do  it  by  going 
over  gome  of  jthe  mole  hills. 

I am  thinkjfig  now  of  a man  who  has 
real  strength  as  a preacher.  Ten  years 
have  gone  by,  and  he  has  done  less  than 
nothing.  The  churches  he  has  preached 
to  have  dwindled , His  field  has  wither- 
ed. His  influence  is  more  circumscribed 
than  it  was  ten  years  ago.  What  is  the 
matter  with  himt  He  has  contracted  the 
mole  hill  habit.  There  is  difficulty  every- 
where, not  overwhelming,  but  big  enough 
to  attract  attention.  He  preaches  to  his 
people  about  mole  hills.  ne  cannot  be 
pleased  with  his  brethren  who  refuse  to 
take  his  view  of  the  mole  hill  problem. 

He  really  thinks  probably  that  his  breth- 
ren ought  to  stop  the  great  work  they  are 
in.  and  settle  some  questions  of  mere  ex- 
pediency. He.  himself,  would  admit  they 
are  not  vital  to  doctrine.  He  would  not 
deny  that  those  who  have  not  had  a good 
eye  for  mole  hills,  but  have  just  gone  over 
them,  have  done  & great  work.  No  doubt, 
if  he  were  pressed  hard,  he  would  admit 
that  the  mole  hill  crowd  is  less  than  it  was 
years  ago.  that  they  are  doing  less.  On 
the  other  hand,  he  would  not  deny  that 
those  who  insisted  on  going  along,  even 
over  a rough  road,  have  really  made  good 
progress,  but  he  cannot  be  cured  of  the 
mole  hill  habit.  The  fact  is,  he  has  his 
mind  rtiade  up  that  the  whole  denomination 
must  come  to  his  view  on  minor  matters, 
or  else  he  will  never  have  anything  to  do 
with  the  main  body  of  working  force. 

Just  now  there  comes  to  mind  a church, 
that  ten  years  ago  was  strong.  It  is  out 
in  the  country.  Some  of  the  strongest 
preachers  preached  to  it,  but  it  fell  into 
the  habit, of  looking  for  mole  hilla  and.  as 
is  commonly  the  case,  the  church  was  lucky 
to  fiind  what  it  looked  for.  It  took  up 
*very  objection  that  the  most  inveterate 
faul  finders  could  suggest.  In  ten  years, 
a great  change  has  come.  Some  of  the 
old  members  who  were  happy  and  useful 
in  the  years  afar  back,  have  died.  The 
young  people  have  quit  going  to  church, 
practically  all  of  them.  The  church  does 
not  want  a preacher,  unless  he  haa  a mole 
hill  habit  fastened  on  him  and  will 
preach  to  them  about  diffieultities  and  ob- 
jections. The  ehureh  has  no  longer  any 
vital  force  and  yet  the  few  leaders  con- 
tinue their  ruinous  policy.  They  are  lead- 
ing the  ehnrch  to  sheer  defeat. 

General  Washington  never  denied  that 
there  were  mole  hilla.  Borne  of-  them 
might  have  been  considerable.  nis  point 
waa  that  General  Ilrnddoek  ought  to  have 
thought  of  the  supreme  importance  of 
reaching  the  point  of  destination  and  ought 
to  have  pushed  along  over  the  mole  hills. 
That  ia  a good  thought  for  religious  lead- 
ers. 

There  are  plenty  of  difficulties — some 
greater,  some  less.  There  always  will  be. 
and,  what  is  more,  if  we  stop,  they  will 
multiply.  If  enough  people  will  go  over 
the  mole  hills,  they  will  be  Rmothed  after 
awhile.  Whenever  a chnreh  comes  to  a 
standstill,  became  there  are  difficulties,  then 
it  begins  at  once  to  enlarge  its  difficulty 
and  decrease  its  power  to  overcome  difficul' 
ties.  It  loses  momentum  and  cohesive-

people, who  are  in  earnest,  and  who  mean 
to  go  on  and  go  over  them.  If  the  devil 
can  induce  a whole  army  to  stop,  because 
of  some  difficulty  in  the  way,  he  has  played 
a mean  trick  on  the  army.  If  the  army 
will  resist  him.  he  will  flee  from  them. 

It  ought  to  come  to  a good  many  people 
whether  they  are  to  stop  and  mark  time, 
<>r  go  to  sleep,  and  do  nothing,  because 
there  are  some  difficulties  in  the  way. 
There  are  a good  many  preachers  that  have 
been  cast  aside,  because  of  this  pernicious 
habit  of  finding  mole  hilla,  and  magnifying 
them.  Even  if  sometimes  we  come  to 
mountains,  what  are  mountains  to  men  of 
faith T A man  can  climb  a mountain. 

It  liaR  already  been  inferred,  but  it  ia 
worth  saying  in  plain  English  that  many 
of  the  mole  bills,  which  fault  finders  see, 
are  imaginary.  They  arc  really  not  worth 
talking  about.  And  some  of  the  worst 
of  the  mole  hill  objectors  point  out  are 
not  obstructions  at  all,  but  helps.  One 
can  imagine  evil  until  everything  good  will 
turn  to  evil  in  his  mind,  and  some  such 
people  we  have  in  many  of  the  churches. 
Beware  of  the  man  or  the  woman  either, 
who  is  always  seeing  a difficulty  in  the 
way.  Take  no  counsel  of  such,  and  get 
them  out  of  the  lead  in  the  churches.  If 
they  are  preachers,  who  go  out  and  preach 
difficulties,  instead  of  preaching  the  gospel 
of  hope  and  courage,  let  them  go  to  the 
rear. 

Some  strong  horses,  which  might  be 
very  serviceable,  are  not  worth  their  feed, 
because  they  are  always  seeing  frightful 
objects  along  the  road,  and  dodging  this 
way  or  that  way.  Such  a horse  needs  the 
whip  put  on  him  hard  and  fast  nntil  he  is 
cured,  if  he  can  be.  If  he  cannot  be  cur- 
ed, he  ought  to  work  with  a blind  bridle 
on  a tread  mill.
